The Maritime Radio Historical Society will be on the air for Straight 
Key Night (SKN) from the site of former RCA coast station KPH, 

using the station's original transmitters and receivers. The call 
K6KPH will be used. 


SKN takes place every year beginning at 0000 New Year's Day 
UTC (1600 PST Sunday January 31). All sending is by straight 
key. 


Our primary frequency of operation will be 7050kc/s using a Henry 
commercial transmitter derated to 1.5kW feeding a double 

extended Zepp via open wire line. We're working to activate one of 
the 1950s vintage RCA "L" sets on 14050kc/s but it is uncertain if 
we will complete work on this transmitter in time for the event. If 
we do it will be using an H over 2 antenna. 


The transmitters are located at the original RCA transmitting 
station at Bolinas, CA ("BL"). The operators will be at the RCA 
receiving station at Pt. Reyes, CA ("RS") using the original coast 
station receivers and control equipment. The primary receivers will 
be Watkins-Johnsons. The transmitters will be keyed by a land 

line link. The receiving antenna will be an onmidirectional conical 
monopole. 


The Maritime Radio Historical Society has been working with the 
Point Reyes National Seashore (part of the National Park Service) 

to preserve and restore KPH with the goal of eventually establishing 
a museum at the Pt. Reyes receive site. The station returned to 

the air on seven commercial frequencies under the call KPH in July 
of this year, the first anniversary of the last Morse message in 
North America. 


We look forward to contacting amateur stations participating in 
SKN or any station that would enjoy communicating with this 
historic coast station. We are designing a K6KPH QSL card for 
the event.

The list culture is to include only those portions of a prior post 


that are required to maintain the context of your comments. We have 
always tried to reduce the amount of "chaf" on the list, and this 
is one good way. 


In private mail between you, a subscriber, and me, as list manager, 
I really don't care one way or the other, but when posting to the list, 
there are at least two issues of concern: 


1) the increased bandwidth from including extra text. 
With the trial subscriptions and full members, the number of copies 
of each post mailed out change the impact of each extra word so that 
each single character becomes 1,000 characters of mail! 


2) by not editing out included text, it sends a not at all subtle 
message to the list, that the poster considers his/her own time 
required to merely swipe his mouse across the text and tap the delete 
key, to be more valuable than the collective time and energy of the 
600-700 readers on the list... not exactly a "positive" message! ;%) 


This isn't rocket science... you place the pointer at the top of the 
message you are including xparts* of, and click-drag to where you need 
to include, and then hit the backspace or delete key... painless, 
easy, quick, and very helpful to the list. 


PLEASE begin to pay attention to this... those who consistently can not be 
bothered to be considerate of the list will forfiet posting privileges 
and risk not being invited back for membership. 


Treat the list as a symposium. In such an environment, with 600 others 
attending who have paid to be there, it is unlikely you would repeat 
someone else's portion of a conversation in its entirety as part of 
your own remarks... it would become very tedious, very quickly, if you 
did... especially if you repeated even the closing signature block of 
the previous message. 


Thanks for your understanding and help in making the boatanchors list 
have the highest signal to noise on the InterNet.

Some big amps have a dual position AC power on switch. It lets you flip 
the polarity of the AC to the ps, to 0 or 180 degrees, to help with hum. 


And yes, boys and girls, this is a proper use of the term xpolarityx, 
rather than using the the word xphasex in this app. There has been 
extensive discussion about the correct use of these two terms in the 
non-idiot audio press (yes, there is such a thing!). 


Phase has implications of frequency and time whereas polarity does not. 
This discussion orginally came about from consideration of something called 
"absolute phase". 


This seeks to preserve the absolute acoustic polarity existing in the 
original acoustic venue throught the entire sound recording & reproduction 
chain . There has long been discussion of whether preservation of absolute 
phase during reproduction is is necessary or even audible. 


It seems to me to make sense that this be among the many parameters of 
audio reproduction that needs to be preserved & recreated in the listening 
venue. Among other things, thermodynamic considerations show that the air 
is not capable of linearly carrying waveforms. I.e. inversion of the 
polarity of a waveform also alters its waveform. 


This is all sometimes called the "Wood effect" after the first writer who 
tackled this prickly subject several decades ago. The jury is still out on 
this one. There is a lot of controversy surrounding it. It's currently 
lying quietly! I wonder of the home theater crowd (e.g. LucasFilm's THX) 
has ever considered it? 


You can try this yourself by simply reversing the leads of xbothx 
loudspeakers of your stereo system (can be done with a monaural system 
too). This was originally described as a 180 degree phase shift, which it 
is. 


More generally, it describes a polarity reversal, i.e. input electrical 
energy which originally produced, say, a positive acoustic pressure 
(speaker cone moves forward, into the room) would produce a negative 
acoustic pressure (speaker moves backward, out of the room) after the 
switch. 


(In my extensive experience, it makes a considerable difference in roughly 
20% recordings, small difference in the 50%, none in 30%. It does not 
respect age of original recording, reproduction media (LP, tape, CD), or 
loudspeaker type. I suspect mic'ing techniques may make a difference, e.g. 
minimalist (e.g. Blumlein array) mic'ing makes effect noticable, extensive 
multi-spot mic'ing does not.) 


When recording, it is vitally important to have all mics wired to give the 
same polarity to avoid cancellation effects. In sound reinforcement apps, 
it's also true. There are portable test devices that produce an acoustic 

pulse of specific polarity & waveshape to check this. 


BA content? Well, the Wood effect predates ss hi fi amps. I know, it's a 
stretch.

This also explains why some kinds of caps are no darn good for audio apps. 
They are slow to release applied voltages hence can't keep up with the 
Signal passing thru it. It's not hard to see how this distorts signals. 
The right kind of dielectric material minimizes this, e.g. polystyrene. 


BTW, this is *xnotx snake oil audio, you can hear this stuff.
